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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1, 17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
2/17/04 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 71,82 and 83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sawaki 5648874. 

These claims stand rejected as discussed in the previous 
office action, with Sawaki disclosing "an alignment mark" (e.g. 
note fig. 15A-F or 16A-F, etc.). The recitation "for centering 
the diffractive optical element in an optical barrel" is a 
statement of intended use which does not further limit the 
claims in a structural manner. Since Sawaki discloses the 
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structure of the claimed alignment mark, Sawaki anticipates the 
claim limitation. See MPEP 2114. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 73-75,77-81 and 84-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawaki. 

The limitations of these claims are either met by or 
obvious over Sawaki for the reasons given both above and in the 
previous office action.
